Justice Clark read the decision of 


the court, declaring that for forty 
years the postofflce department has 
had the right to revoke second class 
mailing privileges. 


"The right of the postmaster gen- 


eral to revoke mailing permits is not 
a dangerous or arbitrary 
power, 


since it is subject to review by the 
courts," said Clark. 


Claim* Unfounded 


"Mr. Berger's paper 
vehemently 


denounced the constitution 
under 


which he now claims protection. He 
claims that the section of the es- 
pionage law under which the post 
master general acted was uneonsti< 
tuttonal. This court has repeatedly 
upheld the act." 


Clark vigorously denounced the ar- 


ticles published by the Leader men- 
tioning the attack on the war laws 
and the claims that thousands of 
soldiers In France were going insane.

to two. Justices Brandeis and Holmes 
dissenting in two opinions.
